First, it is bepvinte Wide, 4 in its

districts in the east are a 
little pessimistic about enforcing 
prohibition. But it is unfair to 
compare our case with local op- 


tion. It is dificult to enforce al. 


dry law in one town when anoth- 
er town five miles away is wet. 
But if every town and municipal- 
ity are aa the same ‘‘dry” 
law the chances of success are 
greatly improved. 

Then we have a surprisingly 
strong temperance sentiment to- 
day. Kverywhere this is appar- 
edt. It was heré before the war 
too, but the war has given it an 
enormous ‘‘boost.’? We rememb- 
‘er once down east at a church 
bee they ;brou; — 
to keep everybody happy. Now 
that whole country is dry, and 
five-eighths of the whole province 
of Old Ontario is dry. It is this 
changed sentiment that is our 
great hope in the enforcement of 
this law. Old timers look back 
to prohibition days in the west 
and smile as you talk prohibit- 
ion. But our times are not those 
old times. We who are here to- 
da 
thes the old timers were, but we 
have a different idea about intox- 
icating liquor from what we had 
then, or from what we ourselves 
had then. 

It must be remembered, too, 
that there is no such thing in us 
as a natural craving for: intoxi- 
cants and therefore there is no 
natural reason for the failure of 
prohibition. Some of our vices 
will likely live as long as the 
race, because they start from 
nature. But drunkenness is a vio- 
lation of ‘nature. A poison. for 
beverage purposes is a wicked 
maltreatment of our nature. Nor- 
mal nature never asks for such a 


thing. Kansas has had prohibit- 
ion Ee 30 years and most of her 
boys and girls know nothing 


whatever of the use of intoxicants 
and never crave for them. The 
liquor habit is an accident of our 
silly social or business ways, or 
ig developed by some abnormal 
condition that requires, stimu- 
lants, or is caused by the dope 
which is put into liquor by deal- 
ers, with the diabolical purpose 
of causing a craving for more. 

In the next place let™us remark 
that this pro d bill has a lit- 
tle safety valve attached to it. 
Some people regret that it is 
there, but the constitution could 
not forbid it. We reer to the 
fact thet under this bill it will be 
possible for any individual to pur-
